Of the known dead, nine lost 
their lives when the storm bat- 
tered the remnants of the town 
of Savage—badly damaged two 
months ago by a tornado—into 
bits and carried half a 
dwellings into Colliwater river. 

Five whites and five negroes were 


killed at Savage Six others lost 
their lives when their cabins were 
wrecked near Lamibert, and one 
negro child, and a negro womin 
were killed at Walnut Lake’

The storm, a whirling wind which 
awept in from the southwest in its 
rush northeastward, tore paths 
through the towns of Olive Branch, 
Holly . Springs, Sardis, Hernan 'o 
and Philllp after levelling the vil- 
lage of Savage and wrecking A

end hamlets. 

Savage tonight was a masa cf 
splintered wreckage.
